Some of this morphology can be seen in the passage below from Dixon 1910: 341: 
a nominal suffix -da Vard' in 'eastwards'; third person agent pronominal prefixes 
beginning verbs Xthey were) going', *it will rain', *it will blow', *he stood up*; a 
participial suffix -da in 'going'; a future sufGx in 'it will rain' and 'it will blow*; a 
derivational suffix -na 'tree' in 'live oak tree'; a second person agent prefix 'you' 
beginning the verb 'hold tight'; a second person patient suffix -rrU in 'you shaU be 
strong' followed by a future suffix -xan; an imperative pronoun n- in 'come back!'
